Then when the animal be- 


comes thirsty n few hours later all 
that it has to do is to open one of the 
cells and allow the water to flow out. 
Next day it opens one or two more 
cells, and so it goes on day after day 
until the whole supply is exhausted. 
In this curious way a camel can live 
five or even six days without drinking 
at all and so is able to travel quite 
easily through the desert, where the

Foreign Trade on Farm* Products. 
Washington, M*arch 6. — The depart- 


ment of agriculture has issued a re- 
port on foreign trade on farm and for- 
est products in 1904, compiled by the 
division of foreign markets. It. shows 
that the balance, nf trade in farm 
products in each year from 1800 to 
1004 was in favor of exports. There 
was a distinct gain in 1898, when the 
export balance increased to $;">,>5.000, 
000, a gain of $257,000.000 over the 
preceding year, and for six successive 
years, beginning with 18!)8, the annual 
export balance for farm products ex- 
ceeded 
$-110.000,000. The

shows that the do::;estice exports of 
farm or agricultural products for the 
year 1904 were $19,000,000 less than in 
the preceding year, and $fi,000,000 less 
Uan the annual average for 1899 to 
1903.
